easily be put into effect. 


There is truth 
in the observance that if money 
were to grow on trees, the smart 
birds would soon get it. Yet we 
have half-baked economists urg¬ 
ing governments to print a hun¬ 
dred millions in new money- 
Why stop at a hundred?—might 
just as well go on without limit 
if money can be produced by just 
running it off a printing press. 
We could make oodles of it right | 
in our own printing plant but 
what value would it have? No 
more than any other kind of | 
printing press money. 

W HICH reminds us—how 
are the government vouch¬ 
ers circulating? How is the 
“baby bank” at Blairmore do¬ 
ing? How many from Coleman 
have opened accounts? There 
is an excellent opportunity for 
those who believe in new mone¬ 
tary and credit theories to try 
them out by supporting the pro¬ 
vincial government banks—and 
they should certainly back up 
their belief by turning in all the 
business they can to the treasury 
branches. 

I N QUITE a number of towns 
it is noticed that reductions, 
though small, have been made I 
in municipal taxation. In 
Coleman, through property out¬ 
side of the town limits being re-1 
duced in assessment for school 
purposes last year, a heavier 
proportion of taxation for school 1 
purposes has been imposed on 
the householders and business 
men in town. Another assess-1 
ment on personal property for 
school purposes is being made 
in the town. Local taxes are al¬ 
ready high compared with larger] 
places, so that one might say 
the limit has been reached, for 
it is impossible to collect 
beyond the ability of the proper¬ 
ty owner to pay. Even under 
present values, householders pay 
what is equal to a fair rental 
value in taxes on their homes.
